That memorable troope of /ewes which 
Mofes led from egypt to (anaan was akind of Colonie 
though miraculoutly conducted by God, who intended 
thereby to aduance his Church and to deftroy the rejeted 
Ethnikes, Salmanezer King of Afbar was remarked for the 
&r{t who did violate the naturall ingenuitie of this com- 
mendable kind of policy by too politike an intention ; for 
hauing tranlported the ten Tribes of //rac/, to the end that 
tranfplanting and difperfing them, hee might either-wea- 
ken their itrength, or abolifh their memorie by incorpora. 
ting of them with his other Subjeéts ; he to preuent the 
dangers incident amongit remote vailals did fend a Colo- 
nie to inhabite Samaria of apurpofe thereby to fecure his 
late and queftionable conquett. 


Who can imagine by this induftrious courfe of Planta- 7 


tions; what an vnexpected progrefle from a defpifed be- 
ginning hath beene {uddenly made to the height of great- 
nelle! The Phawicians quickly founded Sidon, and Tirus, 


(o much renowned both by facred, and humane.wricers, . 
and a few Tirians builded Carthage, which had firft no 


more ground allowed her than could be compatied by the 
extended dimenfions of a Bulls hide, which for acquiring 


of the more ground they diuided in as many fundrie parts _ 


as was pofsible, yet in end that Town became the Miftretle 
of Afmke,and thermall of Rome : and Reme it felfe that 
great Ladie of the World, and terrour to all Nations , am- 
bitioully: clayming for her firft founders a few fcandali- 
zed fugitiues that Hed from the ruines of Troy,did rifefrom 
fmall appearances to that exorbirancy of power, which 
at this day is remembred with admiration; Though the 


walls of it at chat time were very lowe when the one brow. 


ther did kill the other for jumping ouer them, either jea, 
loufie already preuayling aboue natural] affeétion , or elle 


ynaduifed anger con{truéting that which might haue been 


cafually or carelefly done, in a finiftrous fente to the hate- 
full belrauiour of infolency or fcorne ; Their number then 
was not only very fmall, but they wanted women , with-

out which they could not encreafe, nor fubfift, till chey ra- 
uifhed the daughters of the Sebins, bya violent match at 
firft, portending their fucure rapins,and what a furious 
off-(pring they were likelyto ingender, And when that 
haughty Citie beganne to fuffer the miferies which {he had 
fo long beene accuftomed to infliét vpon others, the vene- 
rable Citie of Venice (keeping for {o many ages a {porletle 
reputation) was firft begunne by a few difcouraged per- 
- fons, who fleeing fromithe furie of the barbarous Nations 
that then encroached vpon Jralie, were diftracted with feare 
and ( feeking for their fafery) did tumble ypona commo- 
dious dwelling. | 

The Gracsans were the firft, at leaft of all the Gentiles, 
(who joyning learning with armes) did both doc, and 
write that which was worthie to be remembred; and that 
{mall parcel of ground whole greatnetle was then only va- 
lued by the vertue of the inhabitants, did plant Fraprzoxde 
in the Eaft, and many other Cities in fa the leife , the 
protecting of whofe liberties was the firft caufe of warre 
Hees them and the Perfian Monarchs ; then befidesall 


the adjacent Iles they planted Siracufa in Sicile, moft part — 


of Lealie, which made it to bee called Gracia maior, arid 
Mar fells in France. O whata ftrange alteraticn | that this 
part, which did flourith thus, whileft ic was potleiled by 
vigorous {pirits, who were capable of great enterprifes, did 
fo many braue things fhould now (the feate of bafe{eruile 
people) become the moft abjeét and contemptible part of 
all the Territories belonging tothe barbarous Ostomans, 
whofe infolent Janiilaries ( as the Pretorian Guards did 
with their Emperours, and Mamalukes of Egyp: with their 
Soldans ) prefume at this ume to difpofe of the Regall 
power, vpbrayding the miferable follic of Chriftians, who 
dangeroufly embargued in inteitine warres , though inui- 
ted by an encountring occalion , neglect fo great, fo glo- 
xious,and fo eafic aconqueft, 
The Romaves comming to command a well peopled 
World, had no vfe of Colonies, but onely thereby to re- 
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ward fuch old deferuing Souldiersas (age and merit plea- 
ding an immunitie from any further conftrained trauell } 
had brauely exceeded the ordinary courfe of time appoin- 
ted for militaryferuice,which cufteme was vfed in Germa- 
nie, France , Spaine, and Brittaine , and likewile that the 
Townes ercéted in this fort mig ht ferue for Citadels impo- 
fed vpon euery conquered Prouince , whereof fome doe 
flourith at this day, and of others nothing doth remaine 
but the very name onely, their rumes being fo ruined, that 
wee can hardly condifcend vpon what folitary part to be- 
stowe the fame of their former being. 

I am loth by difputable opinionsto dig ypthe Tombes 
of them that more extenuated then the duft are buried in 
oblnuion & willleauethefe difregarded relits of greatneife 
to.continue as they are, the fcorne of pride , witefsing the 
power of time, Neither will | after the common, cuftome. 
of the world, ouerualuing things paft difualue the prefent, 
burt confidering ferioufly of that which is lately done in 
freland, doe finde a Plantation there inferiour to none that 
hath beene heretofore. The Babylonians hauing conquee 
red the //raelites did tranfplane them as expofedto ruine. 
in a remote Countrey, fending others of their owne Nae 
tion (that chey-might be veterly extirpated) co inhabite Sa- 
sivria in their places.And our King hath only divided the 
molt feditious families of the /r/h by difperfing them in 
fundry parts within the Countrey, not to extinguifh , but 
to difsipate their power , who now neither haue ,nor gue 
caufe of feare. The Romanes did build fome Townes | 
which they did plant with their owne people by allrigour _ 
to curbe the Natiues next adjacent thereunto, And our 
King hath incorporated fome of his beft Britzaimes with 
the /rifo, planted in fundry places without power to op- 
preife, but onely to ciuilize chem by their example. Thus 
dyeJand which heretofore was {carcely difcouered, andon-. = 
ly irritated by others, prouingto the Engi as the Lewe= 
Conntries didto Spaine, a meanes whereby to wafte their 
men, and their money, is now really conquered, becom- 


ming

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ming aftrength to the State , and a glorieto his Majefties 


gouernment, who hath in theferling thereof excelled alt 


that was commended in any ancient Colonie, 

As all firft were encouraged to Plantations by the large- 
nelle of the conquefts that were propofed ynto them , fea- 
ring onely want of people, and not of Jand, fo in after ages 
when all knowne parts became peopled, they were quickly 


entangled with the other extremitie, grudging to be boun- - 


ded within their profpeét, and jarring with their neigh- 
bours for fmall parcels of ground, a ftrife for limits limi- 
ting the liues of many who entring firft in controuerfie 
vpona point of profit though with the loife of ten times 
more, valuing their honour by the opinion of others be- 
hooued to proceed as engaged for the fafecy of theirrepu-

whence no perill was expected,and in a maruellous ftormy 


night, asif the very Heauens (accellarily culpable ) had. 


conl{pired with the malice of men for the working of mif- 
chiet.When the Frenchmen(too much affeéting their owne 
cafe) had negleéted their watch , furprizing their Fort did 
put them all co the fword, which extreme crueltie of theirs 
was brauely reuenged by one Captaine Gorges a Gentle- 
man of Burdeanx, who out of a generous difpofition being 
{enfible of this publike injurie whereby all his Nation was 
interefted,as it at had only in particular imported the ruine 
of his. owne tortunes, went of purpofe to this part, and fe- 
cretly before his comming was knowne contraéting a great 
friend{hip with theS auages who did hate the auftere coun- 
tenance, and rigorous gouernment of the Spaniards, when, 


it came to be compared with the infinuating formesof the 


French, he tound the meanes by aftratagem that he vfed to 
entrap the Spantard:, by the death of them all expiating 
that which they had made his Countreymen formerlyto 
{uffer, yet after the manner of many being more apt to ac- 
quire then to-preferue (aéting greater things when carried 
with the impetuofitie of a prefent fury then hee could 
confirme with the conftant progretfe of a well fetled refo- 
lution).-he made no more vie of his vigtorie, but returned 


back to France,flatcering himielf with the hope of a trium- - 


phall welcome, in place whereof by fome meanes made 
Court he was proclaimed a Rebell , asa {acrifice appointed, 
to appeate Spame, This was che laft thing that the French 
did in Flor sda. ¢ , 
The next forraine aduenture was likewife procured by 
the Admirall ,a worthie man who would gladly haue di- 
uer.ed the vindigiine difpolitions of Ins Countrymen from 
the bloudy crue warres wherewith they were then entane 
gled, to profecuce fome braue enterprife abroad whereby 


they might not be made guilty, and yethaue glorie, The

man that did offer himfelfe for Condudtor of the Voyage 
was one Villegagnon a Knight of Malta who then pretéded 
to be of thereformed religion (as all doe who affeé&tto ap- 
peare what they are not indeed) making fhew of extraordi- 
nary remorfe, and zeale, and that hee had a defire to retire 
himfelfe from the vanitie,corruption,and vexation of their 
artsto fome remote place in America, where profefsing 
himfelfe fuch as he was,he might(free from all kind of 1m- 
pediments) begin a new life,and where he hoped to found 
fucha Colony asfhould ferue for aretreat to all thofe of the 
reformed Religion who (weary of the perfecutids at home) 
would goe where they might liue with fafety, and enjoy 
the libertie of their confcience , by this meanes hee got a. 
great number to accopany him,amongft whom was lebx de 
Lerie their Minifter, a learned man who wrote a difcourfe 
of all chat paifed in this Voyage , and there were fundry 
others that came from the Towne of Gesewa, fo that hauing 
a reafonable number and well prouided , hee embarqued 
and fayled towards Brafile, making choice of a place fit for 
a Plantation, where they found¢the foile excellent, the Na- 
tiues well inclined towards them, anda fupplie comming 
in due time)all things fo concurring for their contentment 
that they might haue begunne a great worke happie and 
hopefullfor their pofteritie sif Usllagagnon had beenethe 
man that he made them, beleeue he was, but he apparantly 
neuer louing them of the Religionin his heart had. couns 
terfeited to doe fofor atime, onely (angling their affe- 
Gions) by this meanesto draw a fupply from them ; foras. 
(oone as hee was fetled in his gouernment, that hee found 
himfelfe ftrong enough by Catholikes, and others of his 
friends that he had wich him to doe (as hee thought) what 
he would, ftraight , remouing the maske chat hypocrilie 
had put vpon him, he difcharged all exercife of the retor- 
med religion which no man with more feruency had pro- 
felled then ‘himfelfe, commanding all to contorme them- 


felues to the orders that he had fet downe, but (in place of * 
feare which he purpoted to give ,recetuing but contempt) | 
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this bafekind of carriage did quite ouerthrowe his authos 
ritic, and they making a partie amongit themfelues’ did 
. semoue with their Mimiter Joby de Lerte, which diuifien 
of their Colonie in two wasthe caufe that neither could 
fublift,fo chat Usllagagnen abandoning that Countrey, all 
atter many feuerall defignes returned -vnto France , ha- 
uing found no impediment to fo good a purpofe bur 
the peruerfenelle of fuch mindes as they had carried wich 
chem. hs , oe ers mea ed | 
Monfieur De Laranerdier a very worthie Gentleman 
did of late encerprife the like courfe in the {ame bounds, 
and was crofled in the fame manner by the difference of 
Religion (difputations quickning them to’ contrauert who 
will not be conuerted ) chat diftraéted hiscompanie with 
f{euerall opinions, yet at this time a long continuaice ma- 
king that lefle ftrange among{t the French chen it was wont 
to be, the Gentleman did command with fuch judgement, 
and difcretion, that what ever priuate diflike was 1¢ neuer 
burftedforthin any open infurre€tion. And for che {pace 
of foure or flue yeeres being befriended by the Nates, 
though continually oppofed both by the Spantards,and by 
the Portugals, yet healwaies preuayled , lining (as himfelte 


told me) with more conrentment then euer he had done in - 


his ume either before or fince ; hee could newer difcerne 
any Winter there by the effects, feeing no ftormy weather 
atall, and finding acontinuall greennefle to beautife the 
fields, which did affoord fuch abundance, and variery of 
all chingsnecetlary for the maintaynance , that they were 
neuer in any danger of famine, but in end finding no more 
people comming trom France,and fearing that time fhould 
weare away them chat were with him; then being flatte- 
red with the loue of his native foyle, longing to fee his 
friends,and tempted by the hope of a prefent gaine, which 
as he samagined might the better enable him for fome fuch 
purpofeinan other parc, he capitulated with the Spansards 
co furréder the place hauing allurace giuen him fora great 
fume of money which fhould haue beene delimered in 


Spaine,

all that the Frenchmen haue done in the South parts of 4- 
merica, and now I will make mention of their proceedings, 
in thefe parts that are next vnto vs. | ! 
Francis the firft of France a braue Prince,.and natural- 
ly giuen to great things, after the Voyage made by John 
Verrizan (Chabot hauing difcouered the Continent for 
Henry the feuenth), did fend forth James Quartier one of 
Saint A4alo, who by two {euerall Voyages did difcouer the 
River. of Casnada, and by hisrelation.doth commend it 
exceedingly as being fertilein variety of Fifhes, and bor- 
dered with many pleafant meadowes, and ftately woods,, 
hauing infundry parts abundance of Vines growing wilde, 


chiefly in one, Lle which he hathcalled by the name of the ~ 


He of Orleans. Thisman neuer made any Plantation at 
all, but onely difcouered and traffiqued with the Sauages,, 
neither was there any further done by Roberwall, who did 
liue one Wanter at Cape Breton. 
_ _, The Marqueile De /a Roche by a Commifsion from 
~~ Henry thefourth intending a Voyage for (as#ada, hap- 
pened bythe way vpon the Ile of Sablon (which is now: 
comprehended within the Patent of New Scotland ) and. 
there (trufting tothe ftrength of the place where there are. 
no Sauages atall } landed fome of his men tall hee fhould. 
haue found a-conuenient place within the maine Land fit 
for habitation, promifing then to returne for them ; butit 
was his fortune by reafon.of contrary winds neuer to finde 
the maine Land , being ,blowne backe| to. France with- 
out fecing of them, wherehe wasin che ume of the cmuile 
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16 An encouragement 
warres (fuch is the vncertainty of worldly things produc 
cing 'vnexpeéted effects ) taken prifoner by the Duke of 
Mercenr, and fhortly after died ,fothat his people whom — 
hee had left at Sablon furnifhed buc for a fhort time had 
quickly {pent their prouifions,and tooke for their maintay- 
nance onely fuch things as the place it f{elfe did without 
labour freely affoord, which hath a race of Kowes (as is 
thought ) firft cranfported thither by the Portugals that , 
haue long continued there,and fundry roots fit to be eaten, — 
with abundance of Fifhes, Fowle and Venifon. And (ha- 
ving no meanesto liue but by {port ) asfor their apparell 
they clothed themfelues. with the skinnes of fuch crea- 
tures as they could kill by Land, or Sea, fo that liuing 
there for the fpace of twelue yeeres when they were pre. | 
fented to Henry the fourth who had hired a Fifherman to a

_ that is of good value; as for wild foule, there is great varie~ 
tieand ftore,of Partridges, Plouers, Woodcockes, Larkes, 
Wild Geefe, Wild Duckes, Heron and Crane, with many 
other forts.peculiar to that part of the World, and not 
Anowne here... 

Vpon the Haft fide of this Port the French did entrench 
themfelues, building fuch houfes as might ferue to accom- 
modate their number, anda little from thence Afox/iear 
Champlein did cata walke through the Woods, where 
they delighted to repaire in Summer to fhroud themfelues 
from the heate, and the rather that they had afweet Me- 
lodie which was made by the varietie of voyces,of finging 
Birds which without any affectation did affoord them na- 
turall Muficke, 

Some fixe miles further vp that fide of the Riuer they 
built a Barne, and laboured ground for Wheat; over againit 
which they made'a Water-mill vpona River, that doth 
fallinonthe Weft fide, the Damme of it beeing there 
where the Herrings haunt moft, and they did likewife try 
fome ground neéere by for Wheate,, whereas their owne 
Writers make mention, they reaped aboue fortie for one, 
bat what they did was rather trying the nature of the foile 
to fatisfie their curiolitie then to hauea quantitie fit for 
their maintenance, which they trufted co bee fent vnto 
them by two Merchants from the Rechel, and were that 
way well turnifhed folong asthey keeped their skinnes to 
giue them in exchange (but the Merchants either by 
fome priuate conueyances) or by the comming in of fome 
Flewamings to trafhique,being difappointed by the Planters 
as foone as they mifled their prefene Com moditie did like- 
wile fruftrate them of the prouifions that they expe- 
&ed. Whereupon CMonfteur de Montes betaking him- 
felfe totrade for Furres, Aonfieur Pontrincourt refolued to 
profecute the Plantation at that place, and fent for his Son 
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Brencourt to France, to bargaine with fome that would 
fend chem a fupply, fich as was requifite for eftablithing of 
that Colony. 

‘The firft thac embraced his Propofitions were the Je. 
fuites who as they haue ordinatly good wits which made 
them the rather capable of {6 aduantagious a proie@, fo 
they were che more animated thereunto (by vpbrayding 
the lazineffe of our Clergie) to fhew with whac feruencie 
tuey trauell to propagate the Gofpell in doing whereof 
(whither i¢be ambition or deuotion that prouckes them 
{paring no paines)they haue trauelled both to the Ea(tand 
Welt /ndies, and to that adinired Kingdome of China; theit 
Societie in Frauce preuayling with all chat had any incli- 
nation either to religion, or to vertue did eafily gather a 
voluntary contribution for the furthering of fo commen. 
cable a purpofe, thereafter they fent away two Fathers of. 
their company with anew fupply of all things neceflarie 
to the Plantationat Porc Koyall, but fhorely after their ar- 
riuall (their predominant difpofition hardly yeelding to 
any Superiour, {pecially if itbea Secular power) they be- 
beganneto contradiGt Postrincourt > in the execution of 
thefe Decrees which had beene giuen forth by himas Ciuil _ 
Magiftrate of that place, Whereupon the Gentleman ex- 
treamely difcontented, and wearie of contefting with - 
them, hauing faid thacit was his part to rule them vpon — 
earth, and theirs onely to guide himthe way to Heauen, . 
he returned backe to France,leauing his Sonne Biencourt in 
his place, who being a youth at that time of more courage 
then circumfy pectnetfe,difdayning to becontrolled by them 
whom he had inuiced thither, and {corniug their infuppor- 
table prefumption, and im perious kinde of carriage, vfing 
Spirituall Armes for Temporall ends, whofe fpleene had 
excommunicated and branded him witha Spirituall cen- 
fure, hee threatned chem by his Temporal power witha 


more palpable pinifhment, fo chat after much controuer- 
fie, tefoluing to feparate themfelues, the two Tefuites ta- 


hthem, went from thence 
to 


king a part of the company wit 
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toa place in New England, calledby them Mount Desert» 
where they feated themfelues , and hauing a fupply from 
the Queene Mother, did plant fundry fruit trees of the 
moft delicate kinds in France, fuch as Apricockes and Pea- 
ches neuer intending to remoue from thence.

offering (as hee did) toconduét him thither, As foone.as 
they were entred within the Port, neere the vppermoft of 
the Ilands, Sir Sammell direGting the thip to ride ata reafo- 
nable diftance to attend occafions before the Fort, did land 
himfelfe with fortie of the beft of his men vpona Medow, 
where immediatly they hearda Peece of Ordnance from 
the Fort,and he conceiuing fince it was fhot whilft it could 
dono harme'that it was done either but to giue terrour to 
them,or to warne fome that might happen to bee abroad, 
Did make the greater hafte towardes the Fort, where hee | 
prefently entred, finding it abandoned without any men at . 
all, left for the defence thereof, hee went vp the Riuer fide |

As forthe Fort it felte he deftroyed it downe to the 
ground, razing the French Armes , and leaving no, monu- | 
ment remaybing, that might wicnefle their being there. | f 
After this Biencowrt who had beene fcme where abroad 
trauelling through the Ceuntrey , comming home defired 
coconferre with Sir Samuell Argall, whodid meete with 
him apart from the Company vpon a Medow,, andafter — 
they had expoftulateda {pace for what had paftcontro- © 
uerting concerning the French and Exghfs Titleto thefe 
bounds, at laft Brencourt offered (ifhee might hagea prote- 
&tion) to depend vpon our King, and. to draw the whole 
Furres of that Countrey toone Port, where hewoulddis - 
uide them with him, As likewife he would thew him good 
Metalls, whereof hee gave him pieces, but the other refue 
fed to 1oynein any focietie with him, protefting that his 
Commiffion was onely to difplant him, and thataf hee

found him there, after that time hee would vfe hiaa as an 
enemy Breaconrt labouring earneltly to haue had the Iefuit 
(as he contelfed) with a purpole to hang him.Whilf they 
were difcouriing together, one of the Sauages came fud- 
denly forth from the Woods,and licentiated tocome neere 
did after his manner earneftly mediate a peace, wondring 
why they that feemed to bee of one Countrey fhould vie 
others with fuch hoftilitie, and thac with fucha forme of . 
habit and gelture as made them both to laugh, 

After this Biexcourt remoouing from thence to fome o- 
ther part, Afoafieur Chamspletn who had liued long here,did 
carrie a company with him from France, of fome fortie 
perfons or thereabouts vp the Riuer of Canada, whom hee 
pa on the North fide thereof, witha purpofe to ferue 
or a Fatorie, drawing all the Trade of that farre runnine 
River (which a Plantation would haue difperfed in many 
parts) within the hands of a few whom he doth command 
otherwite if his defires had beene bended that way, hee 
might liaue planted many people there erenow, the place 
iscalled Kebeck , where the French doe profper well, ha- 
uing Corne by their owne labour, which may fornith 
themfelues for food, and likewife for a ftocketo traffique 
with the Sauages, with fundry Fruits, Roots, Vine, Grapes 

and Turkie Wheate, Champleis hath difcouered the River 
of Canada, from the Gulfe vpwards aboue twelue hundred 
miles, finding in it fometimes fuch falles , as to fcape the 
fame, he mutt carrie his Boate a little way by Land , and 
then hee did many times come to great Lakes at theend 
whereof hee did alwayes find a Riueragaine, and the laft 
Lake where hee came was a very huge one, iudged to bee 
three hundred milesinlength, by the report of fomeSa- 
uages, who did affirme vnto him, chat at the further end 
thereof they did find Salt-water , and that they had feene

long courfe and throu gh many goodly Countreyes, fome 
of thefe great Lakes by f ending forth, or by receiuing great 
Ruuers, do affoord meanes of commerceas farre astofome 
parts of Terra Florida, as may bee gathered by Champleins 
Difcouerie, And now hauing ginen abreuiaricof all that 
is done by the French in America,t will next report of that 
which hath beene.done by fome others. 

Jwillnot here make mention of the manyand braue 
Voyages that at the Sea haue happily beene performed by 
the Engi/b, which fame by eternall records hath recom- 
mended to be applauded by the beft judgements of euery 
age, but I willonly fhortly touch that which they haue at- 
tempted by way of Plantation, beginning wich the New- 
found Land which was firlt difcouered, and doth lie neereft 
to this Countrey. Sir Humfrey Gilbert hauing a Commuif- 
fion from Queene Elizabeth did take potfetsion of it in 
her name at Saint Johns Harbour,and thereafter purpofed 
to haue feene (avada, but encountring with fome vnexpe- 
&ed crotfes as hee was returning from thence, feeking to 
condemnean opinion (malice or enuie ordinarily taxing, 
all afpiring fpirits whofe vertue by way of refleétion doth 


vpbraide the bafenelleot others) that had beene conceiued 
of him as wanting courage, he precipitated himfelfe vpon 


an other extremitie, not tofeeme fearefull, prouing delpe- 
rate; forin the timeof a ftorme, out of a needletle braue- 
rie,to fhewacontempt of danger, being in a little {mall 
Pinnace, and refuling to come to his beit Shippe that was 


of a large burden , hee was fuddenly fwallowed vp by the _ 
wauesneere to the Ile of Sablon, and his death did-ouer= :

thereof (negleéting the Land ) had onely a regard to dwell 
commodioufly for making vfe of the Sea , the prefent pro- 
fits whereof doth recompence the lotfe of that which 
might be expeéted by the other, buttherecan beno hope 
‘of -any con{tant dwelling where the peoplethat inhabite 
doe not take a courfe to maintaine themfelues by their 
owne Cornes, and patture , as.all theremight doe, if they 
would refpe&t thar pofteritiemore then the prefenttime. 
Before L come to the Continent: I muft ‘remember the 
llesof the Bermuda, whofe Difcouerie and Plantation 
-was procured by fo ftrange a meanes, for'a Ship happening 
to perith vpon.their Coait, her pafsingers feeking the next 
Land for arefuge, they. were compelled to doethat out of 
necelsitie, whereynte in good reafon, ‘both for honour and 
“profit, they might more: warrantably haue beene-inmiteds 
Thus doth benefit howe from lotfe , fafety from ruine , and. 
the Plantation of a Land from the defolation of aShippe: 
they found at the firlt ftoreof Hogs, whichin all appea- 
rance had their beginuing from {ome fuch’an accident as 
heirs.was; andthe Fowles)weretherein abundance fo eafie 
ro be taken that they could {carcely be frighted away, thefe 
firft people by repairing of their. Ship which was caft away 
vpon the Land, or by building fome ‘other Vellell out of 
her runes , comming backesto. Eng/awd, and reporting 
what was _patt, fore, joyned together in a’companie after 
they had taken, a Parent thereof from) the King , and‘did - 
{end people of purpote toinhabite there, who'truiting too 
much to the goodnetle of the. foylesandneglefting their 
owne indutixie, or not governing that-well which was‘ 
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ried with them, were reduced to a great diftreffe for want 
of vituals, fo that, if they had not beene confined within 
an Iland (more fenfible of a prefent fuffering then capable 
of future hopes ) they would willingly haue retired from: 
thence, but a great quantitie of Ambergreece hauing been 
found by one by chance, and fent backe in a Ship that was 
going for London, their Merchants finding it to bee of a 
_ great value, were fo encouraged by fuch a fubftantiall ars 
- gument, that they prefently dif patched away a’ new fupply 
of perfonsand all prouifions neceflary,who arriuing there, 
and hauing confidered what a gulfe of famine was likely 
to have {wallowed their fellowes, they improuing their 
judgement ‘by the others experience, by betaking them- 
felues’to labour in time did preuent the like inconue- 
nience ; there isno Land where men can-liue without la- 
bour , nor none fo barren whence induftrie cannot draw 
fome benefit ; Alleddams pofteritie were appointed to 
work for their food,and none muft dreame of an abfolure 
eafe,which can no where fubfift poficiuely, but onely com- 
paratiuely, according to the occafions more or letfe. 

This Plantation of the Bermeadas,a place not knowne 
when the King ‘came to England , hath profpered foin a 
fhort tinae,thar’at this prefent, befides their ordinary ( and 
too extraordinarily valued ) commoditie of Tobacco, they 
haue growing there Oranges , Figs , and all kind of fruics 
that they pleafe to plant, and doc now intend to haue aSu- 
‘gar worke. Thefe Iles bemg about twentie milesin bredth 
can onély be entred into but by one pallage, which is forti- 
fied and eafily commanded by Ordnance ,fothat , having 
no Sauages within , and fearing no forces without , it 15 
efteemed to be impregnable ; and the number of the In- 
habitanes there, being neere three thoufand perfons,are ful- 


ficient for the ‘ground that they potfeife , This pare may 


proue exceedingly fteadableto this State,af euerithappen, 


to haue (as it hath heretofore had) any defignesfor feruice 
intheleSeas. 


The firft Plantation that ever the Englfh intended ae 
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road was in Virginia, which was firft difcouered and, na=. 
med {o by Sir Walter Raleigh, who in the time of Queene: 
Elzabeth did placefome perfons to inhabite there, who. 
not being fupplied.in time, or out of ignorance, or lazi 
neife,not vfing the ordinary means(che vfual fault of all be- 
ginners)were brought by famine to.a great extremity.And. 
Sit Francis Drakes comming by chance that way did tranf. . 
_portthem backe wich bim to England, whileft at the fame 
time there wasanother compamie furnifhed forth by Six 
| Water Raleigh, who mifsing them: whom they expeéted to 
haue found there, did remaine {till themfelues 5 but what 
did become of them, if they did xemoue to fome other 
part, peri{h, difperfe, or incorporate with the Sauages (no 
monument of them remayning ) isalcogether ynknowne ; 
Thisnoble worke hauing fo hard a beginning after a long 
difcontinuance wasreumued againe inthe Kings time bya 
coimpanie compoled of Noblemen, Gentlemen, and Mere 
chants, who(joyning priuate purfes with publike fupplies) 
did fend thither a futhcient Colonie,wellfurnifhed with all 
things necefTary, who after their firft caynming hada conti- 
buall warre with the Natiues , till ic wasreconciled by a 
Marriage of their Kings fifter with one of the Colonie, 
who hauing come to Eagland, as {hee was returning backe,, 
died, and was buried at Gramefend. Thus euen amongit 
thefe Sauages ( libertie being valued aboue life ) asthey 
were induced to conteft in time. before that power which 
they {ulpe&ed,could come tofuch a height , that it might 
haue a pofsibilitie of deprefsing them, {o was their malice 
with their feares, quickly calmed by the meanes of a mara 
riage; Lawtull allyances thus by admitting equalitie re- 
moue contempt, and give a promifcuous off-{pring extin- 
' guifhing the diftinétion of perfons , which it that People 
become Chriftians, were infome fort tolerable, for it isthe 
onely courfe that vniting minds ,free from jealoulies ,can 
fuft make ftrangers contidein a new friendthip , which by 


communica ang their bloud with mutuall aflurance is lett 
heteditary to'their pofteritie.. |

This longed for peace, though it bred apreat eontent- 
amepit forthe time , was attended by wrapping them that 
apprevended no further danger (too commonan inconuee 
nient)vp in thelzie remiffenefle of improuident fecuritie. 
Fora number leauing the feate of the mayne Colonie , did 
difperfe themfelues to live apare, as if they had bin into.a 
well inhabited Countrey, which (as perchance) it had em- 
boldened the Sauages to imbrace the firft occafion of a 
qaarrell, fo did ic giue them an eafie way for executing the 
mifchiefe that they intended, by killing two or three hun- 
dred perfons before they could aduertize one another, farre 
lefle, soyne to oppofe them in a company together, which 
courfe might not onely then haue made them able torefift,, 
but preuenting the others refolution had kept them from 
being purfued: yet Iheare of late, that chey haue reuen- 
ged this intury (chough (as fome report) not aftera com- 
mendable manner) by killing their King, with a ereat 
number of the chiefe of them whom they fufpeéted 
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This Plantation of Virginia, if it had norbeene crofled Ss 
by the Incurfion of the Sauages abroad, and by the diuifion > 


of cheir Owners at home, had attayned toa great perfecti- 
onere now, hauing had Inhabitants from hence to the 
number of neere three thoufand perfons, and if fome of 
them whoare there, being Lords of reafonable proporti- 
ons of ground, and haumg people of their owne,owing no- 
thing but due obedier:ce to aSuperiour Power, and the lea- 
ding of a life contforme to the Lawes, had no care but (ma- 
king their Lands to maintayne themfelues) how to build,, 
plant, and plenifh in fuch fort as might beft eftablith a for- 
tune for their Pofteritie, they might quickly make vpa 
new Nation, but itis a great difcouragement wnto them 
who dwell chere,that they muft labour like the Seruants of 
a Family, purchafing their food and rayment from England, 
in exchange of Tobacco, as they are direéted by their Ma- 
fters , many whereof are ftrangers to the eftate of that 
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‘hauenocare but how the beft benefic may prefently:bee 
drawne backe from thence, the numberof voycesat their | : 
affemblies preuayling more then che foundnefle of iudge-

apprehending it by any reach of reafon,that the moftlear- 
ned men (as they thought ) by infallible grounds, in regard 
of the degrees of the Heauen, did hold that thefe Zones 
could not be inhabited, which now are knowne to include 
the moft pleafant parts in the Word.
